CRISIS SERVICES 


Suicide is the second leading cause of death among young people, and LGBT youth are more than 
4x more likely to attempt suicide than their peers. For more than 22 years, The Trevor Project has 
worked to save young lives through our 24/7, free, and confidential crisis services, TrevorLifeline, 


TrevorText, and TrevorChat.

Artificial Intelligence Empowers Our Crisis Services 


The Trevor Project was selected as a Google.org Al Impact Challenge grantee — chosen as one of 20 
awardees out of over 2,600 applications. Our partnership has grown into a multi-year collaboration 
enabled by $2.7M in funding, hands-on help from Google employees, and the implementation of new 
technologies using artificial intelligence.

Trevor’s advocacy team ensures that LGBTQ youth are protected from dangerous, discriminatory 
laws and policies that can have a significant impact on their mental health.
